The closing of the ex change 
of the Home Company leav es the Mu­ 
tual Company in control of the tele­ 
phone situation in Sey mour. 
According to the agreement 
this 


company was being contemplated, one 
of the most bitter telephone fight ev er 
waged in Indiana was jegun. 
Letters 
were published by both companies in 
which the q uestion 
was 
discussed 
thoroughly . 
All the merchants in the 
association agreed not to replace the 
old phone and with a v ery few ex cep­ 
tions this agreement was kept. 
fhe Home Company after April 
will remov e all the phone box es now 
in use and will ship 
them to other 
places. 
The long distance wires be­ 
longing to the Home Company which 
come into this city will be connected 
with the ex change of the Mutual Com­ 
pany and when this is done long dist­ 
ance calls ov er the Independent or 
Bell sy stems may be made through 
I the ex change board here. 
This change, whereby but one ex -

m ornm * the franchise and all the ! change board will be operated in this 
eq uipment outside the city belonging 
to the old company becomes the prop­ 
erty of the Mutual Company , while the 
wires, poles and other eq uipment in 
the city will be taken down and sent 
to other cities. 
The Home Company was sold at 
Brownstown at a receiv er's sale on 
Friday , February 11, to the Central 
Home Telephone and Telegraph Com­ 
pany of Louisv ille for $<>25 abov e the 
ex penses incurred by 
the receiv er’s 
sale which amounted to about $18 00. 
It was through this company that the 
final agreement was made. 
The closing of the ex change of the 
Home Telephone 
Company in 
this 
city is the final chapter of a long and 
hard telephone 
fight, 
which 
was 
watched with interest by many other I 
cities in Southern Indiaua. 
The fight 
first began sev eral y ears ago when 
the Horae Company , which operated 
the only ex change in this city at t h a t ! 
time, announced that the rates would 
be raised on 
all residence phones 
from $1.25 to $1.50 and on all busi­ 
ness 
phones 
from 
$2.25 to $2.50. j 
The 
M e r c h a n t s ’ 
Association 
and the citizens objected to the in- 
i 
crease in the rates and sev eral meet­ 
ings were held to ad o p t some plan to 
fight the increase, 
agreed by a number 
and other citizens to hav e their tele­ 
phones remov ed if the rates were in 
creased. 
The telephone company re­ 
fused to furnish phones at the old 
rates and for sev eral months a large 
number of business houses and dwell­ 
ings had their phones remov ed. 
An 
agreement was finally made howev er, 
whereby the old subscribers were to 
receiv e the phone serv ice for old rate, 
while all new subscribers must 
the increased price. 
This made 
different rates in the city and was by 
no means satisfactory to the company 
nor to the subscribers. 
About two y ears ago the old com­ 
pany sent out a letter to their sub­ 
scribers stating that the rates would 
be raised at a certain date. 
Again 
the subscribers objected and asked the 
M erchants’ Association to take up 
fight. 
Sev eral public meetings were 
held and it seemed to be the opinion 
of the subscribers 
that the rates 
should not be raised with the serv ice 
which was then being giv en by that 
company . 
A large number of phones 
were ordered out a second time, and 
the majority of them were nev er re­ 
placed. 
The citizens then suggested that a 
mutual company be organized, and a 
new plant and ex change be construct­ 
ed. 
Sev eral public spirited men made 
it known that they would take a large 
p art of the stock if the company was 
organized. 
In a short tim e the men 
who had the new company in charge 
sold a sufficient amount of stock.to 
insure a new plant and the company 
was organized as the Sey mour M u­ 
tual Telephone Company . 
The shares 
which sold for $25 were rapidly taken 
up from that time. 
When it became known that a new

Khartoum, March 17.—The ancient 
city of Omdurman, the former dervish 
capital, with a population of nearly 
treble that of Khartoum, was visited 
by the “King of America,’’ as the na­ 
tives here call Col. Roosevelt. 
When 
the party landed the shieks were Intro­ 
duced, salaaming with reverent grav­ 
ity. 
Passing through the market amid 
delirious enthusiasm on the part of 
the welcomers, the Roosevelts reached 
a small cart that had been prepared to 
carry them to see the sights of the 
city. 
They were all aching from the 
previous day’s unwonted shaking and 
bumping on camelback and were con­ 
tent to forego renewed practice. 
En­ 
tering the cart, they started on their 
tour, preceded by an escort of scarlet- 
backed police on camels, and followed 
by a large company mounted on horses 
and donkeys. A deafening noise greet­ 
ed them everywhere. 
The natives do 
not see a “King of America” often and 
they threw themselves with barbaric 
enthusiasm into the work of giving 
him a fitting reception. One marveled 
at 
the 
enormous 
accumulation 
o r 
drums 
Omdurman must hold. Every 
street was filled with the hollow rattle 
as the grinning blacks thumped the 
instruments. 
It was a novel expert 
ence which the visitors seemed to gen­ 
uinely enjoy. 
The brilliant sunshine 
and the barbaric costumes of the peo­ 
ple made a gay scene. 
During the tour Slatin Pasha ex­ 
plained the organization and life in 
Omdurman during the khalifa’s rule. 
He pointed out the alterations under 
British control, and detailed what was 
being done to civilize the people. 
Among other places visited was the 
old dervish arsenal 
on the 
great 
square, where the Mohammedan pop­ 
ulation gathered for prayer five times 
daily: the khalifa’s house, and other 
historical points. 
On arriving at the 
parade ground the party found regi­ 
ments of Soudanese drawn for inspec­ 
tion. 
They made an imposing show 
in their khaki uniforms and tarbushes, 
with yellow cockades. 
A native band 
played a native march, and the women 
of the regiment lined up on one side 
of the parade ground lu-luing vigor­ 
ously. 
The party then went to the bazaars, 
where Mrs. Roosevelt and Ethel be­ 
came engrossed in the many native 
wares, some of which were quaint and 
others highly artistic and beautiful. 
They spent most of their time at sil­ 
versmiths, from whom they bought nu­ 
merous specimens of local craftsman­ 
ship.

Lesson:- Matthew 9: 1*13. 
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GOLDEN TEXT:—The Son of man hath power on earth to 
forgive sins. 
Mathew 9: 6.

“Who am If* (Ex, ill. 11» but the 
pertinent question is, “Who is He. 
“Whom say ye that I am'/" 
it is a 
blessed thing for all who know that 
He is the Son of Man who hath power 
on earth to forgive sins and that He 
has forgiven them. 
Luke says that 
Jesus perceived the thoughts of these 
men, or, as it is in our lesson, “Jesus, 
knowing their thoughts, said, Where­ 
fore think ye evil in your hearts?’' 
We do well to remember the words of 
Ezek. xi, 5, “I know the things that 
come into your mind, every one of 
them.” 
As Jesus went forth He saw a publi­ 
can named Levi or Matthew sitting 
at the receipt of custom, and, having 
said to him, “Follow me,” he left all, 
rose up and followed Him. Compare 
verse 9 and Luke v. 27, 28. Matthew 
speaks only of Jesus sitting at meat in 
the house, but Luke tells us that this 
was a great feast which Levi made for 
Jesus in his own house and that a 
great company of publicans and others 
sat down with them. Jesus calls whom 
he pleases (Mark iii, 13). The Father 
gives unto Him whom He will (John 
vi, 37; xvii, 2), and yet there are none 
among those who hear who may not 
come if they will (John iii, 16; Rev 
xxii, 17). The fault finding, self right­ 
eous scribes and Pharisees are always 
on hand with their murmurings, but 
they said a fine thing one day when 
they said, “This man receiveth sinners 
and eateth with them” (Luke xv, 2). 
They were the destructive critics of 
their day, and those of our day would 
do well to lay to heart some things 
that Jesus said to them and of them. 
They considered themselves whole and 
righteous and had no use for such as 
Jesus, and He told them plainly that 
He had not come to call such as they, 
but that they had better go and learn 
the meaning of these words: “I will 
have mercy and not sacrifice.” Christ 
Jesus came not to patch up an old and 
ruined nature nor to attempt to put 
new wine, the wine of the kingdom, 
into the old bottles of the carnal mind, 
but He came to give a new nature to 
penitent sinners and to make them 
new creatures from within outward. 
He came to have mercy upon the lost 
and to give Himself and His righteous­ 
ness to those who receive Ilim. He 
dues not ask anything from us until 
He has first given Himself to us. God 
gave Ills Son: the Son gave Himself; 
the Spirit also is given. The gift of 
God is eternal life. He gives the bread 
of life, the water of life, the word of 
life. Nothing in the matter of salva­ 
tion can be obtained by money or mer­ 
it on the part of human beings, but 
must bo accepted as the free gift of 
Almighty God. 


In Luke vili, 40, we read that when 
Jesus returned from Gadara the people 
gladly received Him, for they were all 
waiting for Him. In Mark ii, 1, 2, we 
read that many were gathered to­ 
gether, filling the house and leaving no 
room even about the door, and He 
preached the word unto them. 
In 
Luke v, 17, we read that there were 
Pharisees and doctors of the law pres­ 
ent from every town in Galilee and 
also from Judea and Jerusalem and 
the power of the Lord was present to 
heal them. 
Then came four men, bringing on a 
bed a palsied friend of theirs, and 
when they could not get even near the 
door because of the crowd they car­ 
ried him to the roof, made an opening 
and let him \down through the tiling, 
with his couch, into the midst before 
Jesus. Compare the records in Mark ii 
and Luke v with our lesson in Mat­ 
thew, and in each you hear Jesus say­ 
ing to the sick man, “Thy sins are for­ 
given thoe.” 
Matthew adds that He 
said, “Son, be of good cheer.” In Matt, 
ix, 22, He said to a sick woman,“Daugh­ 
ter,be of good comfort,” Remember also 
His “Be of good cheer” of Matt, xlv, 27; 
John xvi. 33, and Acts xxiii, 11. It is 
the same word in each case, just one 
word, used only by our Lord and on 
these five different occasions. 
It Is 
used once by the people to the blind 
man in Mark x, 49. The word used by 
Paul in Acts xxvii, 22, 25, is a differ­ 
ent word, but one of great encourage­ 
ment. There can be no lasting comfort 
or good cheer apart from the forgive­ 
ness of sins. Jesus did not treat sym- 
toms, as many physicians do, but went 
at once to the root of the difficulty. 
The four men brought their friend 
that lie might be cured of his palsy, 
but Jesus began by forgiving his sins. 
He saw the faith of those who brought 
him and determined to heal him, but 
He began by cleansing his soul. He 
once said to Simon Peter, “If I wash 
thee uot thou hast no part with Me” 
(John xiii, S), and that is truly a say­ 
ing of great import. If we are cleansed 
from our sins we shall In due time 
have perfectly w hole bodies; so, having 
saved this man, He also gave him a 
healed body, and he arose and depart­ 
ed to his house. The four earnest men 
who brought their palsied friend to 
Christ to be healed of his disease 
were quite sure that if they could get 
him to Jesus they would not need to 
carry him away, and they were not 
disappointed. 
The question of the Pharisees, “Who 
is this?” (Luke v, 21) repeated in Luke 
vii, 49; Matt xxi, 10, carries us back to 
Isa. lxiii, 1; Jer. xxx, 21. Moses said,

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The Comet 
That 
Came Back 
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E have beard a good deal oi 
late from the astronomers 
about that wonderful com­ 
et named after old Profess­ 
or Hailey, but the time has now ar­ 
rived when we can see for ourselves 
just what this much talked of celestial 
visitor looks like, and all the world 
is hunting up the family telescope to 
better view the free show. The comet 
is scheduled to show itself to the 
naked eye soon after April 1, and there 
will be plenty of opportunity for every 
one to see it. 
It will appear in the 
morning sky just before sunrise, and 
after it crosses the sun it may be ob­ 
served In the evening sky after sun­ 
set. 
it is predicted that the comet’s 
tail when it Is passing between us and 
the sun will probably sweep the earth. 
The effect will be a startling display 
of luminous vapors in our atmosphere. 
The scientists say there need be no 
alarm over the passage of the earth 
through the comet The encounter, in 
fact, is more likely to damage the vis­ 
itor, despite its euormous proportions, 
than the earth. 
They instance the 
collision of Lexall’s comet with Jupi­ 
ter, which hurled the former from its 
course and sent it burling through 
space. 
It has never returned. 
Jupi­ 
ter did not even hesitate in his course. 


HOW 
HALLEYS COMET 
LOOKED ON ITS 
LAST VISIT. 


A faint red haze aloug the western 
horizon at sunset ou May 18 will be 
the only perceptible evidence the im­ 
mense train of gas will give that it 
temporarily envelops the earth. 
Hailey’s comet is of peculiar inter­ 
est, due to me fact that Hailey, the 
second astronomer royal ot England, 
was the first man to prove definitely 
by means of it that these objects can 
go on long jouneys and return to the 
sun. 
He made his prediction several 
centuries ago, and they were fulfilled 
in 1750 and in 1835. 
The comet also 
possesses great historical interest, in 
1456 it is supposed that it fought on 
the side ot the Turks, 
in 1066. when 
William the Gouqueror lauded in Eng­ 
land, it shone in the sky. 
It is be­ 
lieved to have been present at the de­ 
struction of Jerusalem, and it has 
been traced by the Chinese records 
six centuries further. 
It is interesting to uote that a 
French scientist attributes the Paris 
floods to the influence of the return­ 
ing comet. 
Astronomers have not yet 
determined definitely the composition 


HOW THE ASTRONOMERS VIEW THE COMETS. 
either of a comet or of its tail, 
it is 
known that they are associated with 
meteor streams, 
it Is commonly be­ 
lieved that a comet is made up of a 
cluster of meteorites passing together 
through space incoherent, each compo­ 
nent acting as an independent tiny 
planet 
When this mass is still many 
millions of miles from the sun it puts 
forth a shining tail directed away 
from the sun. 
This tail stretches at 
times over a hundred million miles in 
one direction. 
The length of our celestial visitor 
will appear forty times the diameter 
of the moon, 
it will reach its peri­ 
helion. or nearest distance to the sun, 
on April 20 and will start at once on 
its journey of three-quarters of a cen­ 
tury beyond the limits of the plan­ 
etary system. 
On the day its tail is 
brushed across the face of the earth 
its nucleus will be 12,500.000 miles 
away. 
On nearing the sun the comet will 
exhibit the unexplained phenomenon 
called “solar repulsion.” 
As if blown 
by a cosmic breeze, the tall will whirl 
away from the sun in a circle of mil­ 
lions of miles. The nucleus itself will 
be 56,000.000 miles from the sun at 
its nearest approach. 
As the comet 
recedes from the sun the “beard” will 
gradually swing in behind the nucleus 
again to its usual trailing position. 
On its return trip from the sun the 
cornet will pay its visit to the earth.
